It will be seen from the foregoing accounts that the debt against the 
town, has, the past year increased $450,45. 

The Selectmen think it but justice to themselves to state that a 
great portion of the increased expenditure, they had no control over 
——two large items had accrued before they came into office, in the 
shape of two lawsuits. One of them withthe town of Hooksett, for 
the support of a Pauper, which was to be tried at Concord in March 
last, consequently your Selectmen had no opportunity to enquire into 
the merits of the case, or prepare fora defence. They however suc- 
ceeded in getting it continued till the fall term of the court at Con- 
cord. In the mean time your Selectmen made an investigation of the 
merits of the case, and consulted John Porter, Esq., the counsel for 
the town, as to the propriety of trying the result of a defence. Mr. 
Porter.advised us to settle the action onas good terms as we could, | 
as the chances were very small of our making a successful defence. 
Two of your Selectmen, (E. Ballou and L. Harper) went to Hooksett 
and settied the action by paying the town of Hooksett seventy dollars 
for the board and clothing of the paupetf, and the costs that had ac- 
crued amounting to $18,17; and we think the town is released 
from any more expense in regard to the support of the pauper. 

The other lawsuit was N. Buttrick vs D. Anderson as superintend- 
ent of the almshouse. ‘This suit the Selectmen thought advisable to 
settle—and did so by paying twenty dollars, which was the least they 
could settle it for.’ 

The town also voted that the Selectmen should purchase of Sam- 
uel Adams Esq., about twenty acres of pasture land, which we have 
done for $140. lt 

About a week after the annual meeting of last year, your Select- 
men were called upon to pay an execution in favor of Benjamin Wil- 
son and others against the town for costs in the case of the well 
known Wilson Road, which was laid out by the Road Commission- 
ers the preceding year; the amount which we had to pay was $81,36 
costs— $143,50 to Nath’l Brown for land; and the expense of making © 
the road amounting to $124,16. ; 

The expenses for Roads and Bridges have been uncommonly large 
the past year, and it must increase unless the town will raise a larger 
Highway Tax. 

The expenses of the almshouse appear larger than usual, but we 
have not received from the county the amount due for the support of 
the county paupers at the almshouse, which we think will be $300.— 
Should we receive that amount, the expenses of the almshouse will 
be less than $70—and we have added more than that to the value of 
the stock. 

The expenses of the Sexton for the grave-yard, and the expenses of 
military bounties, both amounting to $110,7I, are new items of ex- 
pense not before paid by the’ town. They have also bought, accord- 
ing to the vote of the town, a. new Hearse, which cost $100. 

All the notes owing by the town are on interest at the rate of five 
per cent annually. |

REPORT 


OF THE 
SUPERINTENDING 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 
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Districr No. 1. This School, which is one of the best 
in the Town, made good improvement under the instruction 
of Miss Harriet E. Morrison. The general appearance and 
deportment of the Scholars, as well as their recitations, were 
highly creditable to themselvcs and to their teacher. 


Winrer Term. Mr. Eastman has gained the confidence 
and affection of the Scholars, and excited an unusual interest 
in their studies, Indifference and idleness, the most fruitful 
sources of evil, were effectually excluded, and the order of 
the School, which was excellent, was secured without any de- 
gree of Severity. 


No, 2. Summer Term. The Committee were highly grat- 
ified with the progress of this School. The teacher, Miss 
Taylor, excels as a disciplinarian, no less than as_ an instruc- 
tress. The school was quiet and studious, and the recitations, 
generally, prompt and accurate. We were specially pleased 
with the exercise in enunciation, in which the whole school 
simultaneously participated. Its influence upon the reading 
classes, was very salutary, correcting habits of faulty articula- 
tion, and securing, in a good degree, a distinct and a correct 
pronunciation. 


Winrer Term. Mr. McAlister the present teacher, 1s do- 
ing well. The order and interest of the school are well sus- 
tained, and most of the classes have made good progress in 


their-studies. As the Term isnot yet closed, a full Report 
cannot be given. 


No. 3. Summer Term. The general advancement of this 
school was very satisfactory. The younger classes in reading 
and spelling, and a class in mental Arithmetic, deserve epecia 
commendation: ‘The average attendance’ was little more than 
half the full number ;/ which may account for the different de- 
- grees of interest and improvement so obvious in some of the 
sclasses.. Miss McMurphy was well qualified for her duties, 
‘and performed them with great faithfulness. Her government 
was mild, but generally efficient: we noticed, however, that 
the gentler. influences imposed but a feeble restraint = a 
few members of the school. , 
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‘ae Winter Term was under the instruction of Miss 
Jane D. Patterson. Some of the classes appeared well. The 
younger scholars made good progress in reading, while many 
of the older ones, from no want of efforts on the part of the 
teacher, gave very little evidence either of interest or improve- 
ment. The irregular attendance of a great part of the school 
must account for its comparative backwardness—and this, 
perhaps, may be attributed to the utter unfitness of the School 
Room, for the purposes of Education. 


No. 4. This School was not visited by the present mem- 
bers of your Committee,—having been assigned to the super- 
vision of Edward P. Parker, Esq. The Winter Term is still 
in session. | 


No. 5. Summer Term. The examination of this School, 
was very satisfactory. The classes in reading, spelling, and 
Grammar, and a class in Algebra, gave evidence of thorough 
instruction, and successful study. Miss Richardson excelled 
particularly in teaching Reading and Arithmetic. The gov- 
ernment was faulty. 


No. 5. Winter Term. Mr. Gage has awakened an un- 
usual interest in this school, and has gained the confidence and 
commendation of the District. He enters upon his work with 
true earnestness, and excites in his scholars, the same enthusi- 
asm. It scarcely need be added, that, in respect to order, in- 
struction, and improvement, the school has fully met the ex- 
pectations of its most interested friends. 


No. 6. No Report. 
No. % Summer Term. No Reporr. 


Winteé Term. This School, which was very backward at 
the commencement, appeared very well at the close. The de- 
fective pronunciation of the classes in reading was very much 
improved by frequent exercises in enunciation, and by the in- 
fluence of a correct example. We attribute the awakened in- 
terest of the scholars and their progress, to the zeal and 
thoroughness of the teacher. 

Mr. Shute is one of our best instructors. 


No. 8. Summer Term. The appearance of the School, at 
its commencement, was unpromising ; but, as the Term ad- 
vanced, there was decided improvement, especially in the or- 
der of the school, and in most of the classes, a very gratify- 
ing proficiency in their studies, Miss Marshall possesses qual- 
ifications of a high order of excellence, and her success, in 
this first effort, was entirely nalenster to the aire of the 
school. 

Winter Term, The wobliebn of this Term, was unfa- 
yorably affected by the want of sympathy, between the teacher

and some of the parents. Mr. Ordway is well qualified to 
give instruction, and labored earnestly to promote the interests 
of the school; but, not requiring a proper regard for authority, 
at the beginning, it was difficult to secure it at a later period. 

This school cannot make very high attainments until there 
is more regularity in attendance, and a freer co-operation of 
the Parents with the teacher. 


No. 9. The Summer Term was very short, about one 
month. Miss E. Perkins, teacher. The Committee were 
pleased with the deportment of the scholars, and. with the in- 
struction and government. 


Winter Term. Your Committee have seldom witnessed 
greater improvement, in so short a period. Every scholar 
seemed interested in his studies; none idle, none disorderly. 
Of three fourths of the School not one was absent from a sin- 
gle exercise during the term. We were pleased with the in- 
genious expedients employed by the teacher, to awaken an in- 
terest in the scholars, and, at the same time, to communicate 
collateral, and very useful information. Mr. Proctor possesses 
rare qualifications for teaching,—earnestness, and thorough 
scholarship. 


No. 11. Winrer Term. This school is small and back- 
ward. A serious evil here, as elsewhere, is the great diversity 
ef books, and the necessary multiplication of small classes.— 
No teacher can be just to himself, or useful to the school, 
while the scholars are thus badly classified. Mr. Woodward 
is an excellent Scholar, and is well qualified for the duties of 
a Teacher. 


In closing this Report, your Committee wish to speak. of 
some things of a more general character. ‘Fhe general ad- 
vancement of the schools has been as great as in preceding 
years; but the highest degrees of usefulness are still unat- 
tained. ‘There are certain conditions essential to a good 
school. ‘Fhe school room should be commodious, comfortable 
and pleasant; the books used should be good in themselves. 
and uniform in kind; the attendance of the scholars, punctual, 
and regular, a competent teacher, and a cordial] co-operation 
on the part of the parents. Some of these conditions are 
wanting in several of your schools. Many of the School-hou- 
ses are very defective ; some too small, others badly construct- 
ed, and without proper ventilation. In the school-room in one 
District, the younger scholars are literally suspended between 
the ceiling and the floor, and in a position which exposes. therm 
to constant discomfort and danger. 

The great diversity of Books in all the schools is a very ge- 
rious obstacle to their advancement. In some cases more thats 
half the tune and effort of the teacher is worse than wasted. 
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by this unnecessary evil. Heretofore. it has seemed | im- 
_ practicable to introduce.a thorough reform ; but, on presenting 
the subject to the several Districts, your Committee have; had 
the assurance that any change, in this respect, which will pro- 
‘mote the usefulness of the schools, will be freely and fully 
sustained. Bf pare co 
Another evil, too prevalent in your schools, is the , habit of 
tardiness and irregular attendance. _ Parents may not, be fully 
aware of the injury to their children, and the school, arising 
from these two sources. If scholars are often tardy, they not 
only set a bad example to their School-mates, and disturb the 
order of the school, but they will be likely to undervalue the 
habit of punctuality in more important matters. _ If allowed to 
be absent, without cause, they will regard the school as of 
secondary importance, and soon lose all interest in their stud- 
ies. "The loss of a single recitation should never be permitted 
except under the most urgent necessity. 

- Your Committee are of the opinion that the interest of your 
Schools, would be greatly promoted by more frequent visits 
from the parents. A few minutes spent, occasionally, in the 
School-room, would enable them to know the influences that 
are moulding the characters of their children. Such visits 
would have a good effect upon both teacher and scholars, evine- 
ing an interest on the part of the parents, which ‘would en- 
courage and and stimulate the school, and creating. a mutual 
confidence aud sympathy.. The custom of visiting the School 
ontyat the close of the Term,is useless and injurious. Children, 
who have pursued their studies quietly, and even successfully, 

under the eye of the teacher alone, cannot recite with their 

wonted promptness in presence of a strange audience. Such 
examinations seldom do justice, either to the teacher or schol- 
ars. | by 
Your committee wish to add a-single suggestion, in relation 
to.a subject which we deem of great importance. The Law 
allows the assessment of a sum, not exceeding five per cent. 
of the amount required to be raised for the support of schools, 
to be expended in sustaining a Teachers’ Institute. The wis- 
. dom of this provision has already been tested in several Coun- 
ties, and most favorable results have followed: Teachers have 
been taught to teach, anda good degree of uniformity has 
been secured in the best methods of instruction and discipline. 

We are happy to learn that this subject: will be submitted for 

your action at the approaching Town Meeting.
